Wine cellars a ai school rooms

Along the back wall of what was once 
the Hopland High School auditorium’s 
stage, Chris Plavwianyk of Brutocao 
Cellars pointed to a wall of hard liquor 
Wednesday. 

“This was where the stage was, right 
here, and underneath is where the Home 
Ec. classroom was,” he said, motioning 
towards the renovated space near the win- 
ery’s half-dozen outdoor bocci ball 
courts. “In fact, we used to use it as a cel- 
lar for storing wine.” 

Thomas Carter, direct sales manager at 
Brutocao, said the former schoolhouse 
currently used as the winery’s Hopland 
tasting room, bar and restaurant was con- 
structed in 1923 and the adjacent 
Schoolhouse Plaza, formerly the gymna- 
sium, was erected in 1941. 

“I believe it was one of the last Works 
Progress Administration buildings built in 
northern California,” he said. 

Tom Ashurst, a 1950 graduate of the 
school, said his graduating class included 
16 students and that after the school was 
closed in 1965 due to consolidation, the 
property was purchased by the Fetzer 
family, who operated a tasting room at 
the site for many years. 

“Tn between all that, it was also leased 
by the Pomo Indians for a time and it was 
also a restaurant at another point,” he 
said. 

Carter said that before Brutocao pur- 
chased both buildings in 1998 from the 
Fetzer family, outside forces had very dif- 
ferent plans for the parcels. 

“There was a developer from Los 
Angeles that was going to turn it into 
condos,” he said. 

Ken Richter said that the building had 
sat vacant for several years prior to the 
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Token’s of Schoolhouse Plaza’s previous incarnation greet visitors to

acquisition, causing some local residents 
to be skeptical of its renovation. 

“They didn’t have an idea of what our 
intentions were,” he said. “When con- 
struction started, people were worried. 
Now they love it.” 

Carter said the downstairs portion of 
the Schoolhouse Plaza building still has 
the original wood from the school’s bas- 
ketball courts and is currently being reno- 
vated into a state visitors center, pending 
approval from the state. 

“We currently rent out the upstairs part 
of the building for events,” he said. “We 
don’t have an exact date when the center 
downstairs will be open.” 

Ashurst said he appreciates the histori- 


cal value of the operation and the tourism 
it continues to draw. 

“I think it’s by and large been a 
tremendous asset to the community,” he 
said. 

Another graduate of the school, 
Christopher Keiffer, said he also supports 
the renovations the winery has undertak- 
en and that he particularly enjoys the 
attention to historical detail the business 
has paid. 

“I was glad to see that Brutocao pur- 
chased it and rejuvenated it into a public 
place that everyone can enjoy,” he said. 
“It’s a nice building.”

Ranochak 
named new 
clerk/recorder

Sue Ranochak has been named the new coun- 
ty clerk/recorder/registrar of voters and assessor 
by the Board of Supervisors. 

Ranochak replaces longtime Clerk/recorder 
Marsha Wharff, who will be resigning on 
December 31. 

Ranochak has been employed in the county 
assessor’s office for the past 23 years. She has 
been the assistant assessor for the past four 
years. She holds a credential as an advanced real 
estate appraiser under the California State Board 
of Equalization. 

Wharff announced her retirement in 
September. In the tear-filled statement to super- 
visors, Wharff said she had suffered a nasty spi- 
der bite that made her sick for a prolonged peri- 
od of time. That incident caused her to reconsid- 
er her employment options, she said. 

Ranochak’s appointment will be for the bal- 
ance of Wharff’s term, which will end in January 
2011. 

Supervisor John Pinches praised Ranochak 
for not tipping her hand and told her in politics 
it’s good sometimes to not speak too early. A few 
minutes later, Pinches reminded Ranochak 

that as registrar of voters she would be in 
charge of deciding which polling places would 
be opened and closed, and asked her to reopen 
the polling place in Covelo. 

“Td like a commitment from you today,” said 
Pinches, who had not yet voted on Ranochak’s 
appointment. 

Ranochak would only commit to consider it. 
“A wise man once said, not too long ago, that in 
politics is good sometimes not to speak too hasti- 
ly,” she told Pinches.

School Street store owner samples maximum time open

Fueled by a seemingly neverending 
supply of coffee, Anthony Walsh, the 
35-year-old owner of Shaka braved the 
clock to redefine the typical day-after- 
Thanksgiving sale with a 24 hour 
marathon-like event at his own store, 
which began at midnight Thursday. 

“This was our way of saying ‘No big- 
box store will take us out,” Walsh jest- 
ed Friday as the store entered into its 
tenth hour of business for the day. “It’s 
been really good. ... it’s been fun.” 

The sale came exactly a year to the 
day after Walsh held the grand opening 
for the store, located at 203 S. School 
St., in 2006. Shaka is a surf and skate 
clothing store with sunglasses, belts, 
shoes and other accessories available. 

Walsh explained that he came up with 
the idea of the 24-hour sale as means of 
“stepping up the game for all small busi- 


nesses.’ 

The een for the event was, “No 
one opens earlier, no one stays later,” 
and Walsh made good on that promise 
with Shaka becoming the first business 
to open its doors along School Street 
Friday for what’s commonly known as 
“Black Friday” -- the busiest holiday 
shopping day of the year. When he 
opened up the store at midnight he said 
he’d expected to spend quite a bit of the 
evening by himself, but instead he was 
pleasantly surprised by a group of his 
regular customers who had come to 
hang out and pass the night by. 

Friday, as the clock neared 5 a.m. and 
the sun began to slightly creep toward 
the horizon Walsh said business began 
to pick up as shoppers getting their day 
started began to flood the open stores 
throughout Ukiah. “I think it shows that 
our consumers want these types of 
options,” he said. 


By 10 a.m. most of the stores and 
sidewalks along School Street were 
filled with shoppers. 

While ringing up an order for one of 
his customers Walsh talked about the 
surprising volume of business through- 
out the first of the morning, “I didn’t 
expect it to be this busy, but we’ve done 
well. We’ve really done more business 
this morning than we would through a 
normal day.” 

And if sales weren’t proof enough 
that the event was effective, random cus- 
tomers dropping in and asking, “Hey. 
Were you really open at 12?” put the 
icing on the cake. And it appears the 
concept might be contagious. Walsh said 
the owner of a nearby store approached 
him with intentions of participating in a 
similar 24-hour experience next year. 

But for Walsh he said he was just tak- 
ing things one hour at a time. “We’ll see 
how fun it is at 10 p.m.,” he joked.

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Pastor from Nigeria who built megachurch 
in Ukraine expanding reach into U.S.

Nearly every week, new visitors 
arrive. They want to see the megachurch 
that was built in the unlikeliest of places 
by the unlikeliest of men. 

The Embassy of the Blessed Kingdom 
of God for All Nations was founded 13 
years ago by a Nigerian immigrant, 
Sunday Adelaja, in Kiev, Ukraine. In a 
predominantly Orthodox Christian coun- 
try where racism is pervasive, Adelaja 
created a Pentecostal church with 30,000 
members. 

But the church aims to be far more 
than a curiosity. Like the pastors who 
travel to Kiev to see him, Adelaja 
believes God’s Embassy can be a model 
worldwide. 

The next stop in his bid for global 
reach is the United States. 

“America is fast becoming a mission 
ground again,” Adelaja said in a phone 
interview from Sacramento, Calif., dur- 
ing his latest trip through the country. 
“We are surprised that the Americans 
who preached to us, the passion they had 
is almost already gone.” 

Adelaja is among a stream of pastors 
from Africa and other countries starting 
hundreds of churches in the U.S. Their 
congregations back home are bursting 
with worshippers as Christianity 
advances through the developing world. 
The clergymen see American churches as 
floundering -- focused more on money 
than God and filled with stale preaching 
and sinfulness. 

They hope to save the country that 
brought them the faith. 

“When the values are crashing, you 
have the largest number of abortions, 
divorce and school shootings. These 
things are very sad,” Adelaja said. “As 
America goes, so goes the world. We 
shouldn’t allow the Christian influence to 
diminish in this country.” 

His goals may seem unrealistic, but 
researchers who study global religion are 
already calling this the “African century” 
of Christianity. African churches -- with 
their zeal and resourcefulness -- are 
poised to become a force not just in 
America but around the world. 

Adelaja trains mission workers in 
Ukraine and, through them, he says he 
has already started more than 600 church- 
es in dozens of nations. In the past few

years, he has been traveling around the 
U.S., building ties with pastors, especial- 
ly leaders from the Pentecostal and 
charismatic traditions, known for spirited 
worship and speaking in tongues. 

“At present, he doesn’t have great 
influence,” in the United States, but has a 
“network of fans,” said Tony Carnes, 
who studies African churches in the New 
York area and beyond. “This current trip 
is a sustained effort to bring Adelaja to 
the greater church audience.” 

God’s Embassy claims 20 churches in 
America, built mainly through Ukrainian 
and Russian-speaking immigrants and 
their U.S.-born children and friends. Last 
year, he started History Makers Bible 
School in New Jersey and says 200 or so 
pastors from around the country attend 
the weekend classes. 

The Kiev megachurch funnels about 
$200,000 each year to its American off- 
shoots, which serve an estimated 5,000 
people, Adelaja said. In sharp contrast to 
other African-led churches in the U.S., 


Adelaja says his American congrega- 
tions, usually called God’s Embassy, are 
overwhelmingly white. 

The pastor’s big push comes in 
January when he joins a conference of 
American and overseas pastors and busi- 
ness leaders in Atlanta to improve leader- 
ship in churches. Shortly after, he plans 
to release his book and workbook called 
“Church Shift,” to help U.S. pastors learn 
his strategies for reaching nonbelievers. 

“I’m not bringing cultural particulari- 
ties of Africa or Ukraine here,” Adelaja 
said. “I’m using biblical principles to 
make headway.” 

Adelaja, 40, certainly sounds like 
many conservative Christians in the U.S. 

He says secular Americans are dis- 
couraging Christians from sharing their 
beliefs. “You want to give minorities the 
freedom to talk, but you want to make the 
majority quiet,” he said. 

Social ills -- from teen pregnancy to 
government corruption -- can be solved 
through the values that Christianity 
teaches, about love, purity, fear of God 
and honesty, the pastor said. 

He considers Muslim extremism one 
of the biggest threats facing the world. In 
Nigeria, which Adelaja left as a young 
adult to study in the Soviet Union, the 
population is nearly evenly split between 
Muslims and Christians, and violence 
between the two groups is common. 

Despite the deep involvement of 
Christian conservatives in American pub- 
lic life, he also believes American 
churches should do more to influence 
government policy. 

His Kiev megachurch played key roles 
in get-out-the-vote efforts and protests 
meant to strengthen Ukraine’s young 
democracy. He says too many American 
Christians are focused more on career 
than creating a ministry for God. 

“We’re not saying we should go back 
to the medieval age when the Christian 
church used to be the government. That 
was a mistake of the medieval time in 
Europe,” Adelaja said. ““We’re only say- 
ing anybody who has a value system 
shouldn’t be ashamed of it.” 

“If we don’t engage the culture,” he 
said, “the culture is going to overrun the 
church.”

Challenges for the 
new attorney general 


Nearly all the media, and definitely most of 
the Senate Judiciary Committee, overlooked 
that waterboarding was not the essential issue 
in the confirmation of Attorney General 
Michael Mukasey. The real reason he jeopar- 
dized his ascension was revealed in his writ- 
ten answers to the committee. Mukasey did 
not want “our own professional investigators 
in the field” to be concerned that “any conduct 
of theirs, past or present, based on authoriza- 
tions by the Department of Justice, could 
place them in personal legal jeopardy.” 

Former and present CIA agents have been 
worried about being prosecuted if they are 
charged in the future with, for instance, vio- 
lating the 1997 U.S. War Crimes Act that 
criminalizes specifically cited war crimes that 
this statute characterizes as “grave breaches” 
of Common Article 3 of the Geneva 
Conventions, including not only torture but 
other forms of “cruel or inhuman treatment.” 

From Department of Defense documents 
obtained by the American Civil Liberties 
Union through the Freedom of Information 
Act (as well as other sources, including a 
leaked report by the International Red Cross), 
it is clear that there have been systemic crim- 
inal “grave breaches” in the field, many of 
them authorized by the Defense and Justice 
departments -- and the president. Does this 
shock, as one of our laws puts it, the attorney 
general’s conscience? 

Those committing such war crimes have 
been immunized from prior acts by the 
Military Commissions Act of 2006, and the 
subsequent presidential executive order on 
interrogation practices specially immunized 
the CIA and permitted the continuation of the 
CIA’s secret prisons, known around the world 
as “black sites.” 

These practices, though currently immu- 
nized according to the president’s wishes, not 
only violate several of our statutes and inter- 
national treaties we have signed, but emphat- 
ically extract from our rule of law its founda- 
tion: due process. 

Despite the protestations Mukasey made 
on his commitment to our rule of law, he 
wrote in the Wall Street Journal, before being 
nominated, that “current institutions and 
statutes are not well-suited to even the limited 
task of supplementing what became after 
Sept. 11, 2001, principally a military effort to 
combat Islamic terrorism.” 

It is dismaying that a majority of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee and the Senate as a 
whole voted to confirm as our chief law 
enforcement officer a person who finds “our 
current institutions” inadequate in this inde- 
terminate war against terrorists who have 
utter, homicidal contempt for those institu- 
tions. 

Since Mukasey may well continue as attor- 
ney general if Rudy Giuliani becomes our 
next president, it would be wise to watch, dur- 
ing the remainder of George W. Bush’s term, 
the extent to which our new attorney general 
considers certain sections of the Constitution, 
which he vows to protect, as being inade- 
quate. 

In a series of previous scrupulously docu- 
mented articles in The New Yorker magazine 
-- including references to the International 
Red Cross report on Guantanamo practices 
“verging on torture” -- Jane Mayer has raised 
what have now become challenges to the new 
attorney general on what exceptions to our 
tule of law he finds necessary in order to com- 
bat what he accurately describes as “Islamic 
terrorism.” 

On National Public Radio, Mayer distilled 
what her continuing, unrebutted research has 
shown about the CIA’s “enhanced interroga- 
tion techniques” authorized by the president. 
Apart from waterboarding, does Mukasey 
have any qualms, as he presides over the 
administration of American justice, about 
Mayer’s and others’ revelations of: 

“a top-down, controlled ... regimented pro- 
gram of abuse that was signed off -- at the 
White House -- and then implemented at the 
CIA from the top levels all the way down ... 
They would put people naked for up to 40 
days in cells where they were deprived of any 
kind of light. They would cut them off from 
any sense of what time it was ... anything that 
would give them a sense of where they were.” 

Well, Mukasey’s predecessor, Alberto 
Gonzales, said that sections of the Geneva 
Conventions are not relevant after Sept. 11. 

Also, just before Mukasey’s confirmation 
hearing, The New York Times reported on two 
secret Justice Department memos in 2005, 
one of which declared that congressional leg- 
islation prohibiting cruel, inhuman or degrad- 
ing treatment of detainees did not include the 
CIA’s interrogation methods. 

Now that he’s in charge of the Justice 
Department, will Mukasey repudiate that 
rather breathtaking exculpation? And does he 
find the congressional and presidential immu- 
nization of committers of war crimes, not only 
by the CIA, as meeting his standards of 
American justice?

As a counselor for grieving chil- 
dren, I am very concerned about the loss 
of the supportive welcome our cemetery 
has given. 

A brass angel placed by a child on her 
mother’s grave will have to be removed. 
A waterproof frame with a photo of a 
deceased teen’s family will not be 
allowed. No more pleased exclamations, 
“Look, Grampa, someone else gave my 
brother some flowers for his birthday!” 
The cemetery has always been a beautiful, 
well-kept place to go and work out feel- 
ings. If a nearby plot was not looking so 
good, it could help to just tidy it up, put a 
flower there. 

I’m concerned about the legal appropri- 
ateness of restricting the ornamentation of 
burial plots. Some people’s religious prac- 
tices include honoring their deceased 
loved ones with decorations, especially on 
certain days such as All Saints Day. 
Freedom of religion is a legal right. 

The cemetery board’s concerns are for 
safety in mowing, plots appearing 
unsightly due to possible clutter or dusti- 
ness, and items or enclosures encroaching 
on others’ plots. These concerns would 
better be addressed by the cemetery super- 
visor with the few individuals responsible 
for the plots that present problems. 
Increased communication would get prob- 
lems resolved without turning the ceme- 
tery into a problem in itself. 

I urge all who care to give feedback to 
the cemetery board by going to their 
meeting on Tuesday, Nov. 27, at 11 a.m., 
in the cemetery building.

What’s Guiliani up 


to in California? 


So far, only one Republican candidate for president 
appears solidly confident of winning his party's nomi- 
nation. That is former New York Mayor Rudy 
Giuliani, GOP leader in every poll taken both nation- 
ally and in California since candidates began running 
seriously last winter. 

Giuliani also has plainly done some math and con- 
cluded that he cannot win next fall if California's 55 
electoral votes all go to the Democratic candidate, 
whoever that might turn out to be. His confidence of 
winning his party's nomination and his conclusion that 
he can't win if California goes Democratic are the log- 
ical explanations for the way his camp is now trying to 
revive a Republican-sponsored plan to split up this 
state's electoral votes, something only two other states 
now do. 

Leading GOP lawyers and consultants originally 
sponsored the effort to award almost all this state's 
presidential Electoral College votes by congressional 
district, something only two other states now do - thin- 
ly-populated Maine and Nebraska. Such a plan would 
likely give 20 additional votes to the Republican and 
take 20 away from Democrats, a 40-vote swing that 
easily could determine who becomes president. 

But those GOP operatives gave up on the idea in 
September due to miserable poll showings (the pro- 
posed measure trails by a 3-1margin in every survey) 
and a paucity of donations. 

For months, those sponsors kept the identity of their 
single large donor a secret, before revealing last month 
that New York hedge fund CEO Paul Singer was the 
source of a $175,000 donation to Take Initiative 
America, which relayed the money to the break-up- 
California's-vote campaign. Singer is a major policy 
adviser to Giuliani. 

Assuming Giuliani is the Republican nominee, this 
is quite a way to circumvent the federal law limiting 
individual campaign donations to $2,300 in the prima- 
ry season and another $2,300 for the general election. 

But Singer is far from the only Giuliani cohort 
involved in the newly-revived effort. Leading the ini- 
tiative's fundraising efforts is Anne Dunsmore, whose 
immediate previous job was as Giuliani's top fundrais- 
er. There's also Jonathan Wilcox, a GOP consultant in 
California who was Take Initiative America's spokes- 
men in the months it refused to reveal Singer was 
essentially the sole donor to the split-California mea- 
sure. Wilcox previously was an aide to Bill Simon, the 
former Republican gubernatorial candidate who now 
chairs Giuliani's state campaign. 

And there's James Lacy, attorney for the initiative, 
who has donated the legal maximum of $2,300 to the 
Giuliani campaign. Essentially, all this means the 
revived effort is a Giuliani affair, designed to benefit 
him if and when he becomes the Republican nominee. 

The only problem with all this is that the initiative 
is fundamentally unfair, so long as other major states 
refuse to create a system of choosing electors by con- 
gressional district. 

Sponsors retort that it's unfair that large parts of 
California are steadfastly Republican while all the 
state's electoral votes have gone to Democrats in each 
of the last four elections. They don't respond to ques- 
tions about why it's fair to apportion votes by congres- 
sional district, when there can be steadfastly 
Democratic areas within Republican congressional 
districts. By their reasoning, it would be even more 
fair to assign electoral votes by precinct or even by 
individual city blocks. 

Of course, the whole concept makes no sense so 
long as states like Texas and Florida, which have gone 
Republican in the last few elections but contain many 
Democratic districts, don't do the same thing. 

Republicans, of course, aren't interested in that. 
They are making no moves to break up the electoral 
votes of Texas, Florida, Indiana or Arizona, states that 
have rarely gone Democratic in the modern era. Nor 
any of the Deep South states that form their funda- 
mental electoral base. 

Giuliani, of course, cannot afford to admit he has 
any role in the revived initiative drive. If he did, he 
would run afoul of campaign donation limits. So his 
spokesman, Jarrod Agen, told a reporter that "This ini- 
tiative is completely independent of our campaign. We 
have no involvement in it whatsoever." 

That ignores the measure's obvious ties to Giuliani, 
a sort of revolving door phenomenon where the same 
people have worked in both efforts. 

There is plenty of doubt this measure will qualify 
for the June ballot, anyway. Because the previous 
sponsors gave up on it, the initiative was moribund for 
weeks, and needed to gather about 434,000 valid voter 
signatures within a one-month period ending Nov. 13. 
Most ballot measures require much more time to win 
that many signatures. 

But this effort may be more important for what it 
reveals about Giuliani's confidence and his calculating 
nature than anything else. For even if it makes the bal- 
lot, chances of its succeeding are slim in this current- 
ly Democratic bastion.

Pass-happy Packers ride Brett Favre’s 
arm in 37-26 win over Detroit

DETROIT — Brett Favre was 
asked to throw 17 straight passes at 
one point. The way he was completing 
them, the Green Bay Packers didn’t 
need to hand the ball off. 

Favre set a franchise record with 20 
consecutive completions and finished 
with a season-high 381 yards and three 
touchdowns in the Packers’ 37-26 
Thanksgiving Day victory over the 
slumping Detroit Lions. 

“You never think he is going to miss 
one,” Green Bay coach Mike 
McCarthy said. 

The three-time MVP put together 
another sensational performance that 
made the 38-year-old Favre look as if 
he’s back in his prime. His seventh 
300-yard game of the season matched 
a team mark he set 12 years ago. 

“Tve played against him since 
1996, and he’s playing as well as I’ve 
ever seen him,” Lions coach Rod 


Marinelli said. 

Green Bay (10-1) matched its best 
1l-game record since 1929 and the 
NFC North leaders took a four-game 
lead with five games left in the regular 
season. The Packers can improve their 
chances of earning home-field advan- 
tage if they win next week at Dallas — 
also 10-1 after manhandling the New 
York Jets 34-3 later Thursday. 

“Tt will be a big showdown indeed,” 
said Aaron Kampman, who had two 
sacks. “We’ll enjoy this one for a little 
bit. In 24 or 48 hours we’ll be focused 
pretty squarely on Dallas.” 

The Lions (6-5) will have a few 
extra days to rest and prepare for their 
next game at Minnesota. 

Detroit has lost three straight, mak- 
ing its playoff picture bleak because it 
would lose wild-card tiebreakers 
against the New York Giants, 
Washington, Philadelphia and 
Arizona. 

“You just need to grit your teeth, 


look at your teammates and say ‘Hey, 
let’s not give up. Let’s not pack in the 
tents, and just call it a season and 
quit,”’ defensive tackle Cory Redding 
said. 

Before the season, Jon Kitna said he 
would be disappointed if Detroit didn’t 
win at least 10 games. Now, the Lions 
might struggle to finish .500 with 
tough games left with Dallas at home 
and on the road against Green Bay and 
San Diego. 

“There’s no panic in my life,” 
Marinelli insisted. “This is a tough 
challenge, but I believe in these play- 
ers.” 

Green Bay overcame a six-point 
deficit in the first quarter and Favre’s 
pinpoint passes helped it go up 34-12 
early in the fourth. 

“This is on me,” Marinelli said. “I 
have to teach them better. When you 
are a teacher, you don’t put it on the 
students.” 

Favre took Detroit to school, com- 


pleting 31 of 41 passes. His streak of 
20 straight spanned the first and sec- 
ond halves to surpass the team mark of 
18 set by Lynn Dickey in 1983 and 
matched by Don Majkowski in 1989. 

“It seems like he breaks a record 
every time we play,” McCarthy said. 

Lions safety Kenoy Kennedy, 
though, was not impressed. 

“In some of the defenses we play, 
we allow the receiver to catch it in 
front of us and drive up and tackle, so 
it can be a little misleading,” he said. 

Greg Jennings caught two touch- 
down passes and Donald Driver had 
10 receptions for 147 yards. 

“When Brett is on like he was 
today, who wouldn’t want to be one of 
his receivers?” Jennings asked. 

Green Bay’s Ryan Grant had 101 
yards rushing and a score. 

Kitna was 19-of-40 for 224 yards 
with a TD and an interception. Rookie 
Calvin Johnson scored and had season 
highs with seven catches for 83 yards.

Baron Davis’ triple-double leads 


Warriors past Wizards

WASHINGTON — In a 
rare instance of double triple- 
doubles, Baron Davis and the 
Golden State Warriors got the 
better of Caron Butler and the 


Washington Wizards. 
Davis had 33 points, 15 
assists and 11 rebounds, 


Stephen Jackson scored 28 
points, and Golden State beat 
Washington 123-115 on 
Friday night, ending the 
Wizards’ six-game winning 
streak. 

Butler, coming off a career- 
high 39-point effort 
Wednesday, did his best to 
keep Washington unbeaten 
without sidelined All-Star 
Gilbert Arenas, but it wasn’t 
quite enough. Butler finished 
with 26 points, 11 rebounds 
and 10 assists, while Antawn 
Jamison had 30 points and 12 
rebounds. 

Davis and Butler are the 
first pair of NBA opponents 
with triple-doubles in the 
same game in more than 4 1/2 
years. Orlando’s Tracy 
McGrady and New Jersey’s 
Jason Kidd did it on Feb. 23, 
2003. 

Davis already had his 
triple-double by midway 
through the third quarter, 
while Butler accomplished the 
first of his career 4 minutes 
into the fourth. 

But it was Jackson and 
Davis who took over down the 
stretch. After Butler’s 3-point- 
er as the shot clock expired 
tied the game at 108 with 3 
1/2 minutes left, Jackson 
came down and put Golden 
State ahead with a 3 of his 
own, then jawed a bit as he 
ran past the Wizards’ bench. 

Davis’ jumper with 1:08 
left put the visitors ahead 117- 


112, and his three-point play 
with 38 seconds to go made it 
120-113. 

Both of these teams are 
known far more for skill on 
offense than intensity on 
defense — no one in the NBA 
allows more points per game 
than Golden State, which 
came in giving up 110.1 — 
and both teams showed why 
Friday. 

First of all, check out the 
shooting: Both clubs made 51 
percent of their field-goal 
attempts. 

Every time one team would 
appear to open up a bit of a 
cushion, the other would chip 
away. Midway through the 
fourth quarter, Jackson made a 
3-pointer to put Golden State 
up by four points and wagged 
three fingers at the crowd. 

Washington came down 
and got back within a point on 
a 3 by rookie Nick Young, 
who punched the air after that 
shot gave him a career-high 
18 points. 

Jackson scored 13 in the 
third quarter, including 10 in a 
2 1/2-minute burst that was 
part of a 13-4 run to put 
Golden State ahead 81-72 
with 6 minutes left in the peri- 
od. 

But Washington narrowed 
its deficit to 90-89 heading 
into the fourth. 

The Wizards were ahead by 
as many as 11 points in the 
second quarter, before a 21-8 
run capped by Jackson’s 
jumper gave Golden State a 
58-56 lead with 2 minutes left 
in the half. Washington, 
though, led 61-60 at halftime, 
led by a combined 28 points 
from Butler and Jamison. 

Davis scored 22 all by him- 
self in the first half, also con- 
tributing eight rebounds and

MLB | BONDS INDICTMENT 
Barry Bonds’ childhood chum, former 


girlfriend set to testify against him

SAN FRANCISCO 
Barry Bonds’ penchant for 
turning longtime friends into 
bitter enemies might come 
back to hurt him in at least 
two significant ways at trial. 

Steve Hoskins was once 
Bonds’ closest friend and 
served as best man at the slug- 
ger’s first wedding. 

Then, there’s Kimberly 
Bell, the home run king’s girl- 
friend of 10 years, who dated 
him even after his first wed- 
ding. In fact, Hoskins’ sister 
introduced Bell to Bonds after 
a San Francisco Giants game 
in 1994, 

Each had a nasty falling out 
with the notoriously prickly 
slugger, and each is now 
expected to be a key witness 
for the prosecution if Bonds 
goes to trial for perjury and 
obstruction of justice. He was 
indicted last week for alleged- 
ly lying when he told a feder- 
al grand jury he never know- 
ingly used performance 
enhancing drugs, and is likely 
to face prison time if convict- 
ed. 

Hoskins and Bell each 
claim to have firsthand 
knowledge of Bonds’ steroid 
use, making them extremely 
valuable witnesses. Yet both 
also are vulnerable to attack 
by Bonds’ lawyers because of 
their severed relationships 
with the former Giants star 
and their own personal prob- 
lems. 

“If they were standing 
alone, their credibility would 
present a big problem for the 
prosecution,” said Peter 
Keane, law professor at 
Golden Gate University in 
San Francisco. “But the prob- 
lem for Bonds is the collective 
amount of all this stuff the 
prosecution appears to have: 
the change in his body, the lab 
results. All of these things 
taken together make for a sig- 
nificant prosecution case 
against Bonds.” 

Hoskins and Bonds were 
childhood friends, both grow- 


ing up in San Carlos, a south- 
ern San Francisco suburb. 

Their fathers were friends: 
Bonds’ dad played for several 
major league teams during a 
14-year career, and Hoskins’ 
dad was a star lineman for the 
San Francisco 49ers. 

They rekindled their friend- 
ship in 1993, when Bonds 
signed with the Giants as a 
free agent after spending the 
early part of his career in 
Pittsburgh. 

Bonds made Hoskins his 
business manager and they 
launched a company called 
Kent Collectibles to sell 
Bonds’ memorabilia. 

Things fell apart in 2003 
after Bonds accused Hoskins 
of forging his signature on at 
least two contracts and selling 
memorabilia without Bonds’ 
permission. 

Hoskins’ attorney has said 
Hoskins told federal investi- 
gators that Bonds was a heavy 
steroid user. When the lawyer, 
Michael Cardoza, went public 
last year with Hoskins’ tale he 
declined to discuss in detail 
how Hoskins knew about 
Bonds’ alleged steroids use. 

Cardoza said Hoskins fol- 
lowed through on a threat to 
tell federal prosecutors about 
Bonds’ alleged drug use after 
the slugger complained to the 
FBI that Hoskins was stealing 
from him. Bonds did com- 
plain to the FBI, but the feds 
soon dropped their investiga- 
tion of Hoskins and turned 
their sights on Bonds and his 
alleged steroid use. 

“Stevie is going to get on 
the stand and tell the truth,” 
Cardoza said in a brief inter- 
view Tuesday. “Barry ignited 
this whole thing with Stevie.” 

Bonds’ attorney, Michael 
Rains, didn’t return a call for 
comment. But he has previ- 
ously accused Hoskins of 
turning into a government 
informant and vowed to por- 
tray him in court as a vengeful 
former business partner seek- 
ing retribution because Bonds 
accused him of stealing. 

Cardoza denied Hoskins 
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turned into a government 
snitch. 

“Stevie was investigated 
and he was cleared. He was 
cleared because he in fact did 
nothing wrong,” said 
Cardoza, who declined to dis- 
cuss whether Hoskins ever 
testified before the grand jury 
investigating Bonds. “My guy 
is not a government infor- 
mant. He never made any deal 
with the government.” 

Bell did testify before the 
grand jury, telling the panel in 
2005 that Bonds confided in 
her that he used steroids. 

According to Bell, the 
admission came after Bonds 
said he was jealous of the 
attention Mark McGwire gar- 
nered when he broke the sin- 
gle season home run mark in 
1998. 

“He was very envious of 
Mark McGwire,” she said in a 
July interview. “He never said 
that was the reason, but I 
know it was.” 

She also testified that dur- 
ing spring training, personal 
trainer Greg Anderson would 
often drop by Bonds’ condo in 
the mornings with a satchel 
and the two would disappear 
behind a locked door in a bed- 
room. 

Bell didn’t return calls for 
comment this week. 

She is expected to undergo 
withering cross examination if 
she is called to the stand. 
Rains has said he has “three 
banker boxes” full of incrimi- 
nating evidence against Bell, 
including allegations that she 
demanded money from the 
slugger to keep quiet. 

“Her motives and biases 
are fair game,” said attorney 
Brian Getz, who is not 
involved in Bonds’ case but 
did represent sprinter 
Michelle Collins in an earlier 
phase of the government’s 
steroids investigation — as 
well as two other athletes he 
declined to name. 

“She is at the intersection 
of passion and wealth and that 
makes her particularly vulner- 
able,” Getz said.
